long to the lily family, grows 
en sandy svil ann in usually 
fuund on the slopes of hills fac. 
ing south, and sheep eating it 
show the tollowing symptome: 
frothing at tho mouth, twitch. 
ing et the muscles and couvul- 
sions followed by death, Shep. 
herds are advised to keep their 
flocks away from areas where 
this plant has been discovered ° 

A very satisfactory antidote 
in eases of polsaning from this 
weed eonsists of one dram eneh 
o Potassigm Permangannte 
and Aluminym Sylphata die,

First Trans-Atlantic Flight 


The first trans-Atlantic flight 
was successfully accomplished 
by two British aviators, Cap. 
tain John Alcock, D.S.C, pilot, 
and Lieut. Arthur Whitten 
Brown, navigator, the machine 
used was a Vickers Vimy, Rolle 
Royce twin engine, 

Jt was' a marvellous flight 
and greater ylory uttaches to it 
because it} was made under bad 
weather conditions ; indeed fog 
so obscured vision at times that 
the machine was discovered to 
be flying upside down and onee 
only fifty feet from the water. 

The preject of the Atlantic 
flight was originated by the 
late Viscount Northcliffe in the 
Londvn Daily Mail, April 1018, 
and suspended during tbe war. 

Uaptain Aleock und Lieut, 
Brown, left Newfeundinad at 
513 p.m., Saturday, Juue 4th, 
1919, and. latided near Clifden, 
Galway, Ireland, at 940 the 
next morning—a flight of 1880 
miles, taking only 16 brs. 67 
mins,—a truly marvellous flight 
which won for the victors # 
prize of 10,000 pounds, 

Both Captain Alceosk and 
Lieut. Brown were rab by 
His Majesty the King iti 19 
Sir Joho Aleock crashed during 
flight about w year later and 
was killed,

This generation, more than any previous generation in human history 
perhaps, has effected a divorcement of science from war, 
best scientific minds were directed to the chemistry and physics of warfare, 
industry and commerce forthe most part having to content themselves 


In the past, the)

originally devoted to war, ° 

That is a broad generalization which, in the specific case may not be 
true, but which, 
that war has been the great stimulus to scientific research and invention 
and, until the present generation, a greater stimulus than industry, 
commerce and the pursuits of peace, 
in its first alliance with industry and commerce had a background of war-— 
of economic war. Now, the science laboratory is a workshop, in 
the true sense of the word. 

Illustrative of this idea is the little country of Denmark, where 
agriculture has reached a scientific plane higher than in any other country, 
The great stimulus to scientific agriculture in Denmark was war., Follow? 
ing the war with Germany, in which Denmark lost the provinces of 
Schleswig and Holste’n, the Danes turned their attention to the intensive 
ciultivation of their very limited resources recognizing that, only by high 
commercial development of these resources, could they hope to survive as a 
people, and Denmark as a nation, That they have succeeded is proved by 
the fact that agricultural countries now look to Denmark for leadership and 


however, 


guidance in certain advanced phases of agriculture. 

The aeroplane, now occupying a supremely important role in the 
development of Canada’s remoter areas and great mineral-bearing zones, 
and serving to “devour distances’? which hitherto occupied weeks, some- 
times months, of arducus and hazardous travel, made its greatest advance- 
ment during the hectic days of the World War. There was less material 
difference between the original Wright aeroplane, or the plane in which 
Bleriot first crossed the English Channel, and the planes used in the early 
days of the war, than between the planes of 1914 and those which patrolled 
the front areas in the days immediately preceding the Armistice. That 
process of development which gathered so much #mpetus throughout the 
war, has been carried into this post-war period, a fact which is abundantly 
manifest. 

The World War saw a general mobilization of science not only in 
Germany where, for some years previously, industrial research had been 
encouraged in that country’s efforts to wage successful economic war 
against its rival neighbors, but also in and throughout the British Empire 
and the United States.

One thing students of the subject are 
fairly sure about is that it was writ- 
ten as a national prayer for the 
safety of George II. against the 
Jacobites, and the version given in 
the “Gentleman's Magazine” in 1745, 
makes it peculiarly applicable to the 
fervent prayer of today, though ‘for 
a very different reason. :

Weeds Should Be Destroyed As Soon 
As Possible After Germination 


The most {mportant item in sum- 
mer fallowing is to germinate weed 
seeds and destroy the weeds before 
they have consumed any appreciable 
amount of moisture.

Okanagan.— Word is_ received 
from Washington that the Okana- 
gan project, during the last year, 
had a higher per acre yield of 
apples and a consequent higher 
acre return to the grower, than 
any government frrigation project 
in the United States. The local 
project, with 3,567 acres in apples, 
has a yield of 36,142,750 pounds, 
or 9,852 pounds to the acre, a yield 
which brought the growers a re- 
turn of $1,030,854, or the high re- 
cord price of $289 an acre. On the 
Yakima project the average yield 
was 9,602 pounds to the acre or at 
the rate of $246.16 per acre, The 
nearest approach to the Washing- 
ton record was on the Sun river 
project in Montana, where the 
average was $153.33 an acre, fol- 
lowed by the Boise project, with a 
price of $148.

Sprouting potatoes before planting’ 
not only ensures an earlier crop but 
an increased yield of marketable 
stock. An experiment carried on at 
the La Ferme, Quebec, experimental | 
station, showed that Irish Cobbler | 
potatoes that had been sprouted in) 
the seed gave a yield of 7,800 pounds | 
of marketable stock per acre, whick 
was about 1,600 pounds more than} 
from the non-sprouted seed. The) 
crop from sprouted seed was ready |

It will be seen that only the live-,

Sprays and other chemical expe- 
dients that have been experimented 
with may yet provide additional 
offensives for use on small areas;
